Sr. Lovuts, July 7.—Mayor Francis has Te- 
ceived the following letter from President 
Cleveland declining to visit St. Louis, and giv- 

asons therefor: 
a Ne ecuTIVE MANsron, Washington, July 4, 
ya87.—To Hon. Dav is R. Francis, Mayor and 
Chairman—My Dear Sir: W hen I received 
the extremely cordial and gratifying invita- 
tion from the citizens of St. Louis, tendered by 
a num)or of her representative men, to visit 
that city during the national encampment of 
the Grand Army of the Republic, I had been 
contemplating for some time an acceptance of 
the invitation from that organization to the 
gamé effect and had considered the pleasure it 
would afford me, if it should be possible, to 
meet not only members of the Grand Army of 
the Republic but the people of St. Louis and 
other cities of the west which the occasion 
would give me an opportunity to visit. 

“Tie exactions of my public duties, I felt to 
be so uncertain, however, that when first con- 
fronted by the delegation of which you were 
the head, expected to do no more at that time 
than to promise a consideration of the double 
invitation tendered me, and expressed the 
pleasure it would give me to accept the same 
But the cordiality and 
sincerity of your presentation, reinforced by 
the heartiness of good people who surrounded 
you, so impressed me that I could not resist the 
fecling which prompted me to. assure you on 
the spot that I would be with you and the 
Grand Army of the Republic at the time 
désignated, if nothing happened in the mean- 
time to absoluely prevent my leaving Washing- 
ton 

“Immediately upon the public announce- 
ment of this conclusion, expressions emanat- 
ing from certain important members of the 
Grand Army of the Republic, and increasing 
in volume and virulence, constrained me to 
review my acceptance of these invitations. 
The expressions referred to go to the extent of 
declaring that I would be an unwelcome guest 
at the time and place of the national encamp- 
ment. Thisstatement is based, as wellas I 
can judge, upon certain official acts of mine, 


involving important public interests, done 
under the restraints and obligations of my 
oath of otlice, which do not appear to accord 
with the wishes of some members 
of the Grand Army of the 
top blic. I refuse to beligve 
that this organization, founded upon patriotic 
ideas, composed very largely of men entitled 
to lasting honor and consideration, and whose 
crowning glory it should be that they are 
Ainerican citizens, as well as veteran soldiers, 


deems it a part of its mission to compass any 


object or purpose by attempting to intimidate 
the executive or coerce those charged with 
making and executing,the laws; and yet the 
expressions to which I have referred indicate 
such a prevalence of unfriendly feeling and 
such menace to an occasion which should be 
hannonious, peaceful and cordial, that they 
cannot be ignored.

It is practically settled that the president 
will not visit the west at all during the present 
year. The abandonment of his roposed trip 
to St. Louis has resulted in wholly changing 
whatever plans he has made for visiting west- 
- @rn cities, It is stated at the white house this 
afternoon that the og plans the president 
has made for leaving Washington during the 
summer and autumn are those for his visit to 
Clinton, New York, on the 12th inst., which 
Will probably not consume moré than a week’s 
time, and for his visit to Atlanta in October 
next on the occasion of the Piedmont Fair. 

INDIGNATION IN 8ST. LOUIS. 

St. Lous, July 7.—The president’s letter 
to Mayor Francis withdrawing his acceptance 
of the invitation from the people of St. Louis 
to visit this city during the Grand Army en- 
campinént, has created considerable feeling. 
The committee that took the invitation to the 
president feel that their labor has been in vain, 
and are strong in their denunciation of the 
men who were fnstrumental inthe defeat of 
their plan. Their friends are equally displeas- 
ed, especially so as the citizens generally of St. 
Louis had made a great effort to induce the 
president to make the visit. The chagrin was 
s® great with many that they wished to ar- 
range immediately fo invite the Grand Army 
to find another place for their encampment, 
and some promised a very icy reception to the 
gallant soldiers. There are many others, how- 
ewer, who saw the wisdom of the president’s 
course, and were too pleased that the city 
had been relieved of what promised to 
be an unpleasant affair. They felt that the city 
has been humiliated and are indignant about 
it, butagree that the Grand Army encampment 
shall be a glorious success, and at some other 
time the president shall have a reception in 
keeping with the high office he holds. 

In regard to this the citizens committee 
have determined to take immediate steps and 
at four o’clock this afternoon assembled in the 
office of Mayor Francis, and discussed the sit- 
uation. It was unanimously conceded to be 
an unfortunate state of affairs, and steps were 
taken to have the president invited 
to come at. another time. For this purpose 
a comniittee was appointed to draft resolutions 
to be summitted to a mass meeting of citizens 
that will be called to assemble at the mer- 
chant’s exchange tomorrow afternoon. These 
resolutions will embecdy an invitation to the 
president to visit this city during the fair 
week early in October, or somé other time that 
may suit his convenience, and will promise 
him an enthusiastic reception. <A citizen’s 
commitiee will then be appointed to again 
visit the president and endeavor to induce him 
to come. 

VETERANS CALL ON THE. PRESIDENT. 

WASHINGTON, July 7.—General Lander 

ost No. 50f Grand Army of the Republic, of 

uyun, Mass., which arrived here last night 

from Virginia, called on the president at six 
o’clock. this evening, preceded by the post 
drum corps, and were received in the east 
room. Members marched intothe room in 
double file, headed by David Walker, post 
commander. When the president came down 
stairs to receive them, Mr. Walker stepped 
forward and said: 

“Comredes of General Lander Post, No., 5: J 
propose three cheers for Grover Cleveland, presi- 
dent of the United States.’ 

The veterans pre three cheers and a tiger 
with a vigorand earnestness that made the 
air ring. As its echoes died away, the presi- 
dent, With a smile, addressed tlie visitors as 
follows: 

Lean only say to you, gentlemen, that I am glad 
to see you here. I have extended to you this cour- 
tesy, as I have lately with much pleasure to other 
posts of Grand Army of the Repubiic on their way 
home from visits to their southern friends. I want 
you to understand that I have iost no confidence in 
the Grand Army of the Republic as an organiza- 
tion, notwithstanding recent occurrences, to whi¢h 
it is not necessary to further allude to. It is incom- 

rehensible to mc that men who have risked their 
ives to save the government should returm home to 
abate one jot or tittle of the respect and support 
which every good citizen owes to the government 
and constituted authorities. I greet you then as 
citizens as well as veterans, and I shall be pleased 
to take you all by the hand. 

THE INVITATION AND DECLINATION. 

Following are copies of two letters relating 
to the president’s proposed visit to St. Louis, 
which haye not yet been made public. The 
first is a letter inviting him to be present at 
the meeting in that city of the Grand Army of 
the Republic, and the second is his final letter

Sr. Louis, Mo., February 26, 1887.— To Grover 
Cleveland, President of the United States—Sir: The

DRAWN INTO THE LAKE 


The Terrible Calamity Which 
Happened to Zug. 


THE LAND SLIPS OUT OF SIGHT. 


The Hotel Goes to the Bottom—The People 
Who Lost Their Lives—A Striking 
Casualty. 


Berne, July 7.—The disaster at Zug recalls 
in many respects the phehomena of a South 
American earthquake. For several days 
crevices had been observed in the new quay at 
Zug, which cost $40,000. At 3:30 o’clock on 
Tuesday afternoon the lake in front of the 
stone work began to bubble. The quay then 
cracked and eighty feet of it fell into the 
lake. Pérsons who rushed into the adjoining 
cafe were precipitated into the water and 
drowned. : 

After a short interval another slip dragged 
several houses into the water. The Landings 
stage followed, and a steamer which had just 
arrived was hurled a hundred yards forward, 
At four o’clock two boats, which were going 
to the rescue, were engulfed, only one boat- 
man rising again to the surface. At the same 
moment the boatman’s hut,in which were 
three children, fell into the water. The furni- 
ture and cattle were now hurriedly removed 
from the threatened quarter. 

At 7 o’clock the land slip began again, and 
several carts which were removing property 
sank into the lake. Fifteen houses and ten 
huts disappeared within a few minutes, in- 
cluding the Hotel Zurich, the roof of which is 
still visible above the surface of thelake. The 
cafe, in -which were. ten customera, 
were next engulfed, and 150 metres 
of the neighboring street then slowly 
vanished, the people jumping from the 
windows of their houses, to escape death, 
A party of officers returning from Lucerne, 
assisted the fire brigage in rescuing the im- 
periled persons, but the danger increasing, 
troops were summoned from Baar. 

The third landslide occurred at 11 o’clock p. 
m., carrying five houses into the lake, and 
damaging many others. The municipal treas- 
ure was removed from the town hall to the 
postoftice. Seventy persons are missing and 
G00 are homeless. The damage is estimated at 
$250,000. The people are pouring into Zug 
from all points to view the “scene,’’ 


THE OUEBEC FIRE. 


The Flames Checked Before Reaching the 
Magazine. 

Qurezec, July 7.—The fire in this city last 
night broke out in the stables attached to the 
barracks at the citadel. The stable picket is 
said to have been asleep. The stables and 
sheds of the ramparts are built entirely of 
wood and it is the general belief that wooden 
buildings in such an important fortress as the 
citadel and in a place where large quantities of 
powder are stored should not have been toler- 
ated. An investigation will beheld. Excited 
citizens did not seek their homes until three 
o’clock this morning. The most intense alarm 
prevailed throughout the city until the fire 
was thoroughly under control. At one time 
there were fully 5,000 men, women and chil- 
dren walking about the streets. Many made 
their way to the surrounding country in car- 
riages, cars and on foot, fearing that an explo- 
sion of powder in the magazine would occur. 
This feeling was perhaps most manifest along 
Champlain street, right under the main for- 
tress as:it was known thata great quantity of 
powder was stored there. When several ex- 
plosions occurred at midnight, the people held 
their breath and sought best shelter available. 
A crowd on the glacis and on the hill leading 
to the citadel made aterrible rush down the 
hill till they got to where they supposed them- 
selves out of the range of the dangerous mis- 
siles. This alarm subsided somewhat, when 
it was found that no damage was caused and 
subsequent explosions caused little fear. The 
eovernor-general’s and officers’ —e sta- 
sles of the artillery, hospitals anc proyinttel 
armory, Which contains 25,000 stand of arms, 
were uninjured. The loss is estimated at 
$150,000; no insurance. 


CONSOLIDATING INTERESTS. 


Mecting at Monteagle of Alabama Manu- 
facturers. 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., July 7.—All of the di- 
rectors of the Sheffield ‘Land company, Ala- 
bama and Tennessee Coal and Iron company, 
Shettield and Birmingham railroad company 
and the Sheftield$Furnece company §will meet 
today at Monteagle. It is not yet known toa 
certainty whether a consolidation of the com- 
panies willbe effected, or whether all held 
separate meetings. It is thought, however, 
that they met separately and then conferred 
together with a view of seeing if they have 
common interests and can unite their proper- 
ties. If they do unitethey will compose the 
second largest coal, iron and railroad company 
inthe south. It will embrace the property of 
the Sheftield Land company, including a fur- 
nance that company is now building and all 
their property about Sheffield. It will also 
embrace a furnace being built by Shook, Ens- 
ly and others, at Sheflield, including also three 
furnaces at Sheftield being built by the Ala- 
bama and Ténnessée Coal and Iron company, 
and 70,000 acres of land owned by the company 
in the Black Warrior coal fields, and the rail- 
road from Shefiield to Birmingham. This will 
make in all about 100,000 acres of land, both 
coal and iron, embraciug a great body of coal 
land in the Black Warrior coal fields. It will 
be capitalized at $5,000,000 or $10,000,000.

ARCHBISHOP PURCELL’S ESTATE. 


Result of the Investigation— Liabilities of the 
Assignees. 

Cixcrnnatt, July 7.—Judge Gabble, of the 
ep court, today announced the result of 

is investigation in the liability of J. B. Man- 
nix and his bondsmen as assignee of tlie estates 
of Archbishop Purcell and his brother, Father 
Edward Purcell. He found that Mannix’s in- 
vestment in bonds and stocks was for his pri- 
vate benefit and not for the benefit of the es- 
tate; that he was entitled to no compensation 
for his services as assignee and that he and his 
bondsmen, John Holland, Charles Stewart 
and Michel Walsh, owe to Edward Purcel!’s 
essate $78,000, and that Minnix and his bonds- 
men—M. Clemens and H. H. Hoffman—owe 
to J. B. Purcell’s estate” $236,500. Judge 
Ifoadley, one of the sureties, has been re- 
leased by the payment of $62,000. 


A SHREWD DISTILLER. 


He Fixes His Locks So as To Swindie the 
Government. 


WASHINGTON, July 7.—A distiller in North 
Carolina recently made application to the in- 
ternal revenue bureau to have his distillery 
warehouse surveyed, so that he might engage 
in business. A storekeeper was sent to exam- 
ine the buildings, and in so doing accidentally 
discovered a most ingenious arrangement of 
the lock of the main door, by which the prem- 
ises, after being secured by the government 
officers with the regulation seal lock, could 
easily be opened without breaking the seal and 
gdods removed from the warehouse without 

ayment of tax. His registration papers 
iave been withheld, pending further investi- 
gation. 


A Jail Keeper Murdered, 


HiunTsvitxug, Ala., July 7.—About 8 o’clock 
this morning when Tim Anderson, colored, 
went into the cell of Reed Townsend to carry 
him his breakfast, Townsend sprang to the 
door, seized an iron bar used as fastening and 
beat Anderson’s head into a jelly. Four other 
prisoners were in the cell at the time, but 
made no attempt to stay the murderer’s hand. 
Townsend has had a grudge for some time 
against Anderson and has repeatedly threatened 
his life,but no one paid much attention to him. 
Townsend was imprisoned for burglary and 
arson. Tim was a quiet, peaceable man and 
quite well thought of.

WASHINGTON, July 7.—The commissioner of 
agriculture has given formal notice to its 
owners of the abandonment by the govern- 
ment of land at Summerville, 8.

Lightning and Dynamite.

one laborer. The men in the tunnel had just 
been called away when the explosion took 
place, otherwise the loss of life would have 
been large. The wire was disconnected with 
the battery at the top of the shaft when the 
lightning struck it.

Explosion of Cellonite. 


ARLINGTON, N. J., July 7.—An explosion 
occurred in the Cellonite Manufacturing com- 
pany’s works at 11 o’clock.

Crimes Bill. 


GLADSTONE MAKES A GREAT SPEECH. 


He Says That the People of Ireland Were 
Never More Law Abiding—Balfour’s 
Rejoindsr—Other Foreign. 

q 


LONDon, July 7.—In the house of commons 
tonight, on a motion made for a third reading 
of the crimes bill, Mr. Gladstone, amid pro- 
longed cheers, made a counter motion that the 
bill be read a third time this day three months. 

Mr. Gladstone said the bill was a conserva- 
tive alternative to home rule, and, therefore, 
bore a different aspect from any ordinary co- 
ércion bill. Old coercion measures had been 
aimed at crime only, but this new one, passing 
beyond crime, aimed at societias. [Cries of 
“‘Hear!’’ Hear!’’] 

@ Further, the bill had been brought in with- 
out any foundation, such as underlay all for- 
mer coercion bills, hased on the existence of 
exceptional crime. Mr. Balfour had disre- 
garded all precedents requiring that the intro- 
duction of coercion measures be prefaced by a 


statement of exceptional crime. Mr. Glad-: 


stone maintained that the increase of crime in 
1886 over 1885 in view of agricultural distress 
in Ireland was exceedingly small. Comparing 
the officials of the tory government in power 
in Ireland in 1885 with those in power 
the first five months in 1887, there 
was a marked decrease in the amount 
of agrarian crime. Yet, in 1885, they had re- 
frained from introducing a coercive measuro 
from motives of policy. A  compari- 
son of past and present statistics afforded no 
shadow of justification for the present measure. 
Another contrast was that past parliaments 
had been nearly unanimous in assenting to 
coercion, while this bill was opposed by a large 
minority in the house and by a majority of the 
eople of the country—a majority that was not 
ikely to diminish. {Cheers.] 

If parliament retained any regard for the 
traditions of liberty, or of party usages, the 
measure would be abandoned. What could 
they urge to warrant such an invasion of the 
people’s liberties? While resenting the impr- 
tation thatthe liberals had done the same 
thing, he would admit that past coercive meas- 
ures had been failures. Among the differences 
between the past and present was the extraor- 
dinary proposal making the viceroy master of 
the whole Jaw and the right of association. In 
present century such a proposal was an outrage 
upon every principle of public duty. Moreover, 
new offenses were created under the measure. 
The attorney gerieral for Ireland had admitted, 
and it was too late to deny, that the bill aimed 
at the suppression of exclusive dealing. That 
was far more pardonable in the weak and poor 
than inthe rich and powerful, but it was the 
exclusive dealing of the poor against the strong 
at which the billaimed. Ifanew crime was 
created, a measure for its suppression should 
operate impartially. Cheers.] 

The government did not dare to lift a finger 
in defense of the suggestion that it apply to 
England a proviso such as it was forcing upon 
Ireland. He contended that it was bound to 
extend to occupiers of land in Ireland perfect 
equality with English trades-unions as repatfs 
the rights and practices enjoyed by the the lat- 
ter among which combination and exclusive 
dealing were sanctioned. As the bill stood, if 
an Irishman join an association it was for Mr. 
Balfour to say whether or not he became a 
criminal by the act. [Cheers. } 

In conclusion, Mr. Gladstone said that Ire- 
land, after seventy years of oppression and 
wrong, was in a state of misery and wretched- 
ness. [Cries of “Hear!’’ ‘‘Hear!’’] In the 
whole British empire, he said, there was not a 
square yard of land which England held by 
force alone, except in Ireland, where force was 
employed. [Enthusiastic cheers from Irish 
benches.}] Ireland was held by mastery, but 
the government refused to learn that masjery 
involved responsibility. [Cries of ‘‘Hear!’’ 
‘‘Hear!’’] They knew that the whole litera- 
ture of the world was against them. [Cries of 
‘‘No!”’] He challenged the pone to 
mention any authority who had reviewed the 
relations between England and Lreland with- 
out arriving at a home rule solution. [Cheers. } 

The tories professed to be fighting for the 
union of the empire—a fight in which the lib- 
erals joined. [Laughter andcheers.] The lib- 
erals held that the charge of disunion was 
ridiculous. It was evident the present state of 
affairs could not last long as Mr. Gladstone be- 
lieved that every day tended to bring the to- 
ries nearer their doom. 

Mr. Gladstone then moved for a rejection of 
the bill amid cheers from liberal and Parnellite 
benches. 

Mr. Balfour, replying to Mr. Gladstone, first 
referred to the charge that the government had 
brought the bill as an alternative to Mr. Glad- 
stone’s homerule proposals. If that was the 
case, he said, he felt justified in saying that it 
was sufticient to recommend the measure to 
the acceptance of thehcuse. The government 
was mainly justified in introducing its pro- 


posals by the state of social ty- 
ranny which had recently been  creat- 
ed in fTreland, a _ tyranny that at- 


tacked the rights and liberties of minorities, 
and mostof those elementary principles without 
which the country could neve? be prosperous. 
He contended that crime was worse now in 
Ireland than in 1870, when Mr. Gladstone 
promoted coercion. He taunted Mr. Glad- 
stone with having introduced, in 1981, an arbi- 
trary coercive measure, which enabled the 
Irish chief secretary so imprison anybody at 
will. He ridiculed the comparison that had 
been made between trades-unions and societies 
whose objects was the dismemberment of the 
empire, and which were supported by foreign- 
ers. Trades-unions might well be indignant 
at a comparison of their honest, peaceful 
efforts with those of boycotters and political 
conspirators. Mr. Gladstone had made an 
insidious and inaccurate statement regarding 
this years’ crime in Ireland. Early in the 
year there was a visible improvement, but at 
the last quarter sessions, there were evidences 
of arelapse. In June, 1862, serious crimes 
were committed—ten above the average of the 
previous eighteen months. 


Williamj O’Brien praised Mr. Glad- 
stone’s brave gee omg to the bill. Mr. 
Gladstone, he said, was the greatest con- 


queror of Ireland. While others conquered 


by the might of arms, Mr. Gladstone con- 


quered by mere generosity of soul. 

After Major Sanderson and Attorney-Gen- 
eral Webster had replied on behalf of the 
government, debate was adjourned. 

The distressed unions (Ireland) bill was read 
a second time. 7

mons tonight, though inevitably traveling over 
old ground, was a remarkably close and lucid 
presentation of the arguments against the bill.

William 
O’Brien’s reappearance in the house tonight

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THE MESSAGE. 


Governor Gordon Pays His Re- 
spects to the Legislature. 


IMPORTANT MATTERS TOUCHED UPON. 


The State Road Lease—A Board of Pardons 
Asked for—The Peter Trerevant Claim— 
The Convict Lease Discussed. 


The governor, on yesterday, sent the follow- 


ing message to the general assembly: 

STATE OF GrorRGIA, EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENT 
ATLANTA, Georgia, July 7, 1887.—To the Senate an 
House of Representatives; Through the medium of 
a special message I wish to invite your attention to 
several matters of public importance. 

THE ATLANTA UNIVERSITY. 

In transmitting the reports made by the board of 
visitors appointed to attend the examinations of the 
University of Georgia and of the Atlanta university, 
your attention is respectfully asked to the folowing 
extract from the report in reference tothe Atlanta 

niversity: 

7 “We feel it to be our duty to call the attention of 
your excellency to a fact in connection with the At- 
lanta University which wasa surprise to us, and 
which we feel assured is not in accord, either with 
the policy and provisions of the legislature of the 
state or with the theory of our institutions. _ 

“We find in attendance at the Atlanta university 
anumber of white students of various ages and 
both sexes, most of them having more or less con- 
nection with the members of the faculty and other 
officers, and one, at least, entirely unconnected with 
the officials. We mention these relations of the 
white students, not with the intention of suggest- 
ing that there isany real difference between allowing 
the attendance of children of the faculty and cbil- 
dren of those other than the faculty, but in order 
that all the facts may be known. We have ascer- 
tained by conference with the members of the fac- 
ulty of this institution that it is their avowed inten- 
tion to receive all white children who apply for ad- 
mission into the school, and we interpret this, in 
connection with certain publications of theirs, as a 
desire to break down the existing barriers against 
the co-education of the tworaces. We desire to say 
that we regard this practice as not only intrinsically 
wrong, but as being, in this case, an improper use 
ofthe money appropriated by the state to this in- 
stitution. In every enactment which the legislature 
has made upon this subject since and including the 
year 1874, as well as in the constitutional delegation 
of authority to make it. the appropriation has been 
made for the benefit of the colored race alone. In- 
deed, the act of 1874, in terms devotes the sum of 
$8,000 per annum solely to that people, and the act 
is in the nature ef a contract by which they receive 
the sumin lien of other moneys. It occurs to us 
that the admission of white children to a participa- 
tion in the benefits of this appropriation, aside from 
the violation of the general policy of the state, is, in 
this case, a misuse of public moneys.” 

From this extract from the board’s report it ap- 
pears not only that white children are received as 
pupils at the Atlanta university, but that the au- 
thorities of that institution avow their determina- 
tion to matriculate ail white children who may ap- 
ply for admission. 

The sum of $8,000, annually appropriated under 
the act of March 3, 1874, to the Atianta university, 
is one-half of the interest on $243,000, -which 
was the sum realized by tho state from the 
agricultural land scrip, under the act of con- 
gress of July 2, 1862, and the amending act 
ot April 14, 1564, “donating public lands 
to the several states and territories which may pro- 
vide colleges for the benefit of agriculture and the 
mechanic arts.””’ This amount was first an item in 
the general appropriation bill, but afterwards the 
act of March -3, 1874, was passed, annually appro- 
priating such sum tothe Atlanta university. This 
sum of $8,000 thus appropriated is no part of the in- 
terest derived from hat isknown as the agricul- 
tural land scrip. The whole of that fund was turned 
over to the State university to be used in strict ac- 
cordance with the act of congress; but in the spirit 
of perfect fairness and of liberality to its colored 
population, the state appropriates from the state 
treasury the sum of $8,000 annually for the educa- 
tion of colored people. 

There is an obligation upon the part of the state 
to give to its colored population this sum of money 
each year; butif nosuch legal obligation existed, 
the state, guided by an enlightened publie peers 
would continue such appropriation to colored insti- 
tutions of learning. 

But the constitution of the state, in providing for 
the establishment of asystem of common schools, 
exgressly provides that they shall oe _ free 
to all children of the state, but that 
separate schools shall be provided for the 
whiteand colored races, The general assembly of the 
state, in allits legislation upon the subject of educa- 
tion,has been careful to observe this provision ofthe 
constitution. In fact, the people of Georgia, in every 
form in which public opinion can be expressed, 
have declared their unalterable opposition to the co- 
education of the races, and it must be considered as 
a partof the settled policy of the state in reference 
to the colored race. The eco-education of the races is 
opposed in the interest of the colored as well as of 
the white race, It tends to the deplorable result of 
amalgamation so destructive to both races. All 
races which have achieved anything in this world 
have been homogeneous. Iam in favor of the high- 
est elevation of the colored people of this state, of 
which they are capable, but my first advice tothem 
for the elevation of their race, would be to keep it 
separate and distinct. Georgia’s policy upon this 
question is plainly expressed in herlaws and con- 
stitution, and based upon the conviction that the 
interest of both races demands thatthe children of 
the two should be educated apart; and she cannot 
abandon that policy or permit anyone te ignore it 
upon any false princip.es of sociology or politieal 
economy. Eight thousand dollars must continue to 
be devoted to the education of the colored race; but 
it is for the general assembly to determine how that 
sum shal be appropriated. The colored race in Georgia 
is making most commendable progress in education, 
and the state government will render every aid in 
its power to its colored citizens. The sole question 
‘o be metis this: ‘‘How can this annual appropria- 
tion of $8,000 be used so as to secure the colored 
race the largest benefits?” It has been suggested 
more than once by the state’s able commissioner of 
public schools that this $8,000 should be expended 
annually in maintaining a normal school for the 
education of colored teachers; or the legislature 
might appropriate this sum if deemed advisable 
to some one of the well established colored instijzu- 
tions taught exclusively by colored teachers, and 
presided over by colored president and oflicers 

THER BOARD OF VISITORS. 

In this connection I ask the attention of the leg- 
islatnre to the law under which aspecial board of 
Visitors is appointed forthe State university and for 
the Atlanta university, as found in the 1,20]st sec- 
tion of the code and in the 38d section 
of the act of March 3d, 15874.It will be 
observed that the duty of the board is “to attend 
the universitv examinations preceding the annual 
commenucements,’’ and by a committee to ‘report 
to the governor, with the least possible delay, the 
character of said examination.” This is all they 
are authorized to do. They have no authority to 
inquire into the police of these institutions, or their 
sanitary arrangements, or their financial condition, 
or their eurricaulum of study, or anything else con- 
nected with thwem. They must, under the statute, 
simply attend the examinations and report their 
character. The board, whose report accompanies 
this message, bave performed their duty efficiently, 
but they had to go beyond their duty to note the 
use of an obnoxious text-book in the State univer- 
sity and the presence of white students at the At- 
lanta university. Their reports, when confined to 
the subject specified in the statute, however able 
they may be, are practically worthless, and yet the 
state pays for these reports More than half as much 
as is paid by the state forthe education, at Dahlon- 
ega, or Milledgeville, or Thomasville, of a large 
number of students for a full scholastic year, I re- 
commend that the law be repealed, or that it be 
amended so as grately to enlarge the powers. of the 
board, and enable it to inquire intoand report upon 
everything connected with them which would be 
of interest to the representatives of the people, In 
my opinion such a visitation annually is impera- 
tively needed, and would resultin great benefit to 
the institutions. 

SALE OF THESPARSTANBURG AND ASHEVILLE RAILROAD 
BON DS, 

As a creditor of the Citizen’s bank, which failed 
several years ago, the state became the owner of 
fifty-three bonds ($1,000 each) of the Asheville and 
Spartanburg railroad, These bonds were 
conyertible into the stock of the road, 
but were not secured by any mortgage or 
other lien onthe road. Individuals in this state 
and in South Carolina were the holders also of a 
still larger amount of these bonds. After the state 
acauired these bonds, the Richmond and Danville 
railroad company became the owner of a majority 
of the entire amount of the outstanding bonds of 
the road, and having thus become possessed of a 
controlling interest in the stock, caused $500,000 of 
preferred bonds to be issued to pay for the comple- 
tion of the road. 

The issue of these preferred, bonds caused the 
bonds held by the state and other parties to greatly 
deprectate in value, andthe road has been so man- 
aged for two years or more by the Richmond and 
Dauville railroad company that it failed to pay the 
interest on the preferred bonds, which were secured 
by a first mortgage. In this condition of things, 
the attorney-general, as the peers of the 
state, attended a meeting of the stockholders at 
Spartanburg in December last. At his instance a 
commitice was appointed, of which I was made 
chairman, to confer with the parties whose interests 
were antagonistic to the minority stockholders and 
see if a sale of the interest of the minority could not 
be effected, or some adjustment made of the differ- 
ences between the ies, The proposed conference 
was held in April last—the attorney-general being 
also present, at my reguest. Preliminary negotia- 
tions were then had, which resulted in a proposi- 
tion, in May last, by the Richmond and West Point 
Terminal COMPERT (which had succeeded the Rich- 
mond and Danville company in the control of the 
road ) to pay the minority ereve per cent in cash 
for their bonds or fifly per cent in the bends of the 
Terminal company. All the minority bondholders 
regarded the proposed settlement at forty- 
five per cent cash with decided favor, and 
promptly accepted it, After conferring with the 
attorney general and the treasurer, | decided to ac- 
cept it also, it being manifestly to the interest of the 
state to make the settlement. I was compelled to 
act promptiy or lose the opportunity to make this 
advantageous disposition of bon which had 
become comparatively valueless,

It should have 
ween stated that the $53,000 of bonds so held by the 
state, were purchased at a sale of assets of the Citi- 
zens’ bank, several years ago, ‘by direction, of the 
then governor, at the sum of $25,000, and the debt 
due by the bank to the state eredited with that 
rmount, 

THE PETER TREZEVANT CLAIM, 

By act of congress, approved Mareh rd, 1883, the 
secretary of the treasury of the United States was 
“authorized and empowered to pay to the state of 
Georgia, or its lawfully authorized agent, out of any 
money iu the reseaey pot otherwise appropriated,” 
the sum of $85,555, The first comptrollor of the 
treasury (Judge Lawrence) declined to pay this 
sum, but ordered it to be entered asa credit on the 
account in the treasury against Georgia for her 
quota of the direct land tax of 1862. Since the war 
large sums of money have been paid to Georgia 
from the treasury of the United States, andin one 
instance, after a ruling by the comptroller) Hon, 
A. G. Porter), that Georgia was not Tiable for that 
direct tax. Two bills have been introduced in the 
house of representatives to compel the payment 
of this sum of $35,555 to Georgia, notwithstanding 
the decision or ruling of any officer of the govern- 
ment, and have been reported upon favorably by 
judiciary committees of that body, but itis not at 
all probable that any special bill can be. passed 
without some very objectionable amendment. The 
only other remedy which the state has is suit in the 
court of claims, and I recommend that the governor 
be authorized to b such suit, and for that pur- 
pose to employ ial counsel, as the attorney gen- 
eral is under no legal obligation to serve the state 
outside of its limits. The right to sue will be bar- 
red on the 8rd day of March, 1889. 

JALIA. 

The health of the*prisoners confined in the differ- 
ent convict camps has been for some time past re- 
markably good ; Dut these convicts are often re- 
ceived into the penitentiary in feeble physical con- 
dition, resulting from their confinement, pending 
their trials, in our county jails. These jails in 
some of ourcounties are without sufficient air or 
lights, or comforts of any kind, and are represented 
as unfit places in which to confine prisoners. When 
it is remembered that a vast majority of those who 
are contined in our jails, in fact, all of them until 
conviction, are in contemplation of law innocent, 
it would seem to be a commanding obligation of 
justice and humanity that these jails should be not 
only habitable, but comfortable places of confine- 
ment. It is not unusual for prisoners to be kept in 
jail for one or two yearsawaiting trial, the result of 
applications for new trial, and of appeals to the 
supreme court; and then to be discharged 
et last when acquitted of the offense 
of which they are charged. They are released 
from jail on acquittal, or sent to the penitentiary, if 
convicted, with shattered or enfeebled constitu 
tions, 

I recommend that some plan. be adopted to reme- 
dy thisevil. The legislature might provide for an 
inspection of the jails and all other prisons of this 
state. and prescribe certain conditions as to light, 
ventilation, drainage, area, etc., etc., which must 
be complied with tin the construction of every jail 
in Georgia before it ean be accepted and used as a 
place for the confinement of prisoners, 

SIX PER CENT COUPONS. 

T desire to call the attention of the general assem- 
bly to the claim made by those who are, or have 
been, holders of the six per cent bonds of the state, 
maturing in August, 1886, and in August, 1887, and 
being a part of the issue of one million of bonds un- 
der the act of February 29th, 1856. These bonds 
stipulate upon their face that they shall bear inter- 
est at the rate of six per cent per annum, payable 
semi-annually until maturity. But upon the llth 
and 15th series of said bonds, maturing on the first 
day of August, there is no coupon attached to repre- 
sent the last six months interest due thereon. ‘The 
taeasurer has no authority to pay this interest um 
less y aagvoee | authorized by the general assembly, 
and the holders of these series of bonds, as these 
bonds matured, have received payment of the prin- 
cipal, and surrendered the bonds under protest. 
The general assembly has heretofore, by resolution 
approved September 9th, 1881, authorized the treas 
urer to pay the last six months’ interest upon cer- 
tain bonds of this class, which had matured and 
been surrendered upon payment of the principal 
alone. The amount of interest due is comparative- 
ly small, butitisa just debt, and I recommend 
that the treasurer be authorized to pay it. 
This recommendation is made not upon 
the ground that its non-payment will injure the 
credit of Georgia, but upon the higher and better 
cround that the state should pay every honest debt 
which she owes. 

THE STATE ROAD. 

The lease of the Western and Atlantic railroad 
will not expire before the meeting of the next legis- 
lature, in November, 1888. It will expire, however, 
so soon thereafter that awery short time will be 
allowed for discussing plans for future disposition 
of this most important property of the state; or for 
advertising for propositions, or for selecting proper 
lessees, Should the legislature decide upon another 
lease. It seemstome, theretore, in every point of 
view, essential that the general assembly, at its 
present sitting, give to this grave matter the fullest 
and most earnest consideration. 

A PARDON COMMISSION, 

There is no duty devolving upon the executive 
which is more important, more onerous, and often 
times more embarrassing than his exercise of the 
power to grant pardons, reprieves and commutations 
of the sentences of convicts, which is conferred upon 
him by the constitution. The labor'which itinvolves 
to a conscientious official is yery great, whilst the 
solicitude it causes to an executive of ordinary sen- 
sibilities is often most painful. Indeed, the labor is 
so great that the executive cannot satisfactorily 
perform it without neglecting other duties belong- 
ing to his office. 

A short while after the commencement of my 
term of office, there were by actual count on file in 
the executive department more than qx hundred 
applications for pardons, reprieves or “commuta- 
tions. The large majority of these were 
presented to my predecessors. Some of the 
applicants had served their termsand been dis- 
chineed. some had died, a few had escaped: but 
after deducting all these, several hundred cases re- 
mained requiring the action of the exccutive, and 
to these others have been constantly added. The 
pardoning power is not a prerogative of the exeen- 
tive to be used carelessly or arbitrarily, but a disere- 
tion to be exercised calmly,%i cautiously, conscien- 
tiously and courageously, Again, it is a power 
which should be exercised as soon as it is invoked. 
If a convict petitions for pardon and is entitled to 
it, he should have it with all practicable expedition, 
Every day of detention in confinement is a grievous 
wrong to him. Delay in considering a petition for 
pardon is as unjustifiable, if it can be avoided, ag 
delay in deciding the issue powntes upon a writ of 
habeas corpus. It is itself a writ of liberty and 
should have a speedy hearing. Again, the pardon- 
ing powerjcannot. be delegated. It must be exer. 
cised by the executive himself, under the responsi- 
bility of his oath of office—upon his conviction of 
what is right, after examination and investigation 
which he himself has made. The executive, with 
the aid of efficient secretaries, might possibly dis- 
pose of all the applications for clemency filed in 
his office. Butas the law stands he cannot avai} 
himself even of this aid, or of any aid, so as to re- 
lieve himself-from the necessity of personal inyes- 
tigation and decision in every case, and from the 
sense of personal respensibility in all cases. It is 
impossible for the executive to attend properly to 
his many other duties, and dispose of all applica. 
tions for exeentive clemency, with the dispatch 
whfich the applicants have a right to demand, and, 
at the sametime, with the caution which the inter. 
ests of the public require, If these are the facts to- 
day, what may they be a few years hence, ‘when 
this great commonwealth of Georgia has grown 
into an empire in the extent and multiplicity of its 
public business? I have given this subject much 
consideration, and I am convinced that it would be 
wise legislation to organize a commission of par- 
dons now, by which I and my successors in office 
might be relieved of a large share of the labor and 
responsibility which attach to the pardoning power. 
A change of the constitution may be necessary, but 
it occurs to me thatsuch a commission might be 
established without a change of the fundamental 
law, if the act esMblishing it shall place the ulti- 
mate decision of every Fm ay or pardon, re- 
prieve or commutation of sentence upon the gov- 
ernor; and that it could be so organized as to add 
very little to the expense of the civil establishment, 
But, without entering into the details of any plan, 
I most earnestly invoke the attention of the gen- 
eral assembly to the subject as worthy of their im- 
mediate and carefjil consideration.

He arrived here and investigated the matter 
and found that she had remarried after the 
death of her former husband, and never re- 


ceived a pension until after the date of his 
death her remarriage. In May, 1870, Mr. 
Thomas Brooks, made his will and in 
the following July died, For about 


six months his widow mourned and at the end 
of that t es Dr. A. H. Hatton, on 
the 18th ‘of December, [1870. It seems that 
Mr. John Brooks, familliarly known as Big 
John Brooks, came in possession of the infor- 
mation that Mrs. Hatton could gain a pension 
as the widow of Mr. Thos. Brooks, and per- 
suaded her toconsalt a lawyer, which was 
done, but the lawyer informed them that Mrs. 
Hatton could not receive a pension as Mr. 
Brook’s widow, as she had remarried. The 


matter was kept quiet for some time, 
and in February, 1886, Colonel 8. 
C. McDaniel, at the instigation 


of “Big’’ John Brooks, drew the neces- 
sary papers to secure the pension, which were 
carried to Mrs. Hatton tosign and then carried 
before Justice of the Peace C. B. Bostwick to 
be attested. The first paper that was sent to 
the pension oftice was executed in February, 
1886, and on that paper $731.65 was drawn as 
back payment. The number of Mrs. Hatton’s 
certificate is 34,333 and it is claimed by parties 
that Jolm Brooks has received a big propor- 
tion of the money drawn, as he always trans- 
acted this business for her. We understand, 
however, that the matter will be settled by 
the parties interested refunding the money 
“that they have received, which total amount 
is $875.05.

THE RULING PRICES REVIEWED. 


The Supply and Demand—That Sad Suicide 
~—Mayor Price and the Prodigals— 
Other News from Macon. 


Macon, Ga., July 7.—[Special.]—Your cor- 
respondent has talked with a number of fruit 
men, from Griffin to Albany, and it is pretty 
generally conceded that the fruit crop north of 
Macon, in the hill country, is very short. 
South of Macon the outlook grows better, but 
the year has not been a success, at least above 
Smithville, 

The Messrs. Rumph, of Marshallville, have 
done pretty well on strawberries and peaches, 
but between here and that point melons have 
not made near a full crop. 

The vegetable season is about over, and the 
fruit season is just fairly begun. Shipments of 
peaches and cantaloupes through the Southern 
Express company haye been about as usual on 
the Southwestern road, and peaches of a fair 
quality are being shipped in considerable 
quantities now from Powersyille, Marshall- 
Canta- 
loupes are passing through in large quantities, 
and are of a fair quality. . 

Mr. L. V. Rumph brought some fine clusters 
of peaches to the city today and had them 
photographed. 

The-finest peaches seen here yet was sent 
from Mr. E. G. Hill’s orchards, near Bron- 
wood, and reports from there claim a larg 
crop just ripening. Some of the specime 
weighed from seven to nine ounces. é 

In the country around Macon the supply is 
not equal to the local demand. Macon even 
finds it to an advantage to import peaches and 
other fruits from neighboring counties this 
season. ‘The “basket brigade” of fruit and 
vegetable hucksters parade the streets and 
suburbs every day, finding ready sale for their 
wares. Melons and cantaloupes, apples and 
peaches are brought in by country wagons and 
peddled out to retail dealers or individual cus- 
somers, at fairly remunerative prices. So far, 
however, the ‘‘ten cent melon” and the “‘five 
cent cantaloupe,’ have proyed a delusion and 
a snare as to size and general appearance. 
Any thing like a good decent melon will brin 
fifteen cents at the stores, and peddlers deman 
from ten to twelve cents for it. 

The reporter endeavored to get an estimate 
of ruling prices at the stores today, with the 
following results: 

Melons, ten to twenty ponnds, 10 cents to 15 cents. 

ew twenty to fifty pounds, 20 cents to 3 
cents. 

Canteloupes, 50 cents to $1.50 per dozen. 

Apples, 50 cents to $1 per bushel. 

Peaches, $1.50 to $3 per bushel. 

Grapes, 10 cénts to 25 cents per quart. 

Peaches, $2 to $3 per bushel. 

Irish potatoes, $1.50 to $2.50 per bushel. 

String beans, 25 cents to 50 cents per peck. 

Cucumbers and squashes, 124% cents per dozen, 

Green corn, 15 cents to 25 cents ag ozen. 

Tomatoes, 75 cents to $1 per peck. 

Okra, 75 cents to $1 per peck. 

Egg plants, 50 cents to 75 cents per dozen. 

Cabbages, 50 cents to $1.50 per dozen. 

These are the selling prices by the retailers, 
and they are probably but a small per cent 
above cost by the wagonload or basket, as the 
dealers say that the hucksters push them to 
a very close margin. 

During the last few years the market garden 
and fruit-growing industries have increased 
very rapidly. The suburbs to the southwest 
of the city are fast being filled up with such 
enterprises and all around the city people are 
engaging in the business on a small scale. 

Blackberries have not been over bountiful, 
but the inevitable darky, with his or her 
basket, still continues to ery ‘‘here’s your 
blackberries, five cents a quart, huckleberries, 
ten cents,’’ etc. 

On the Macon and Western road the ship- 
ments have been short, and the usual heavy 
trade from the neighborhood. of Griffin, and 
points intermediate, have fallen off in a 
marked degree, so far. The express men sum 
itup as an average below Macon, but consid- 
erable below an average above, which is about 
the state of the case, although there may be 
occasional exceptions, either side.

FRANK ALLEN’S TRAGIC END.

But Little Additional Light Thrown on His 
Mysterious Death. 

Macon, Ga., July 7.—{Special.]—The sad 
fate of young Frank Allen has been the theme 
of conversation today. It is but justice to Mr. 
W. G. Sparks to state that he is blameless in 
the matter, so far as his discharging Allen was 
concerned. This, no doubt, had its effect, but 
the real cause is involved in a mystery which, 
if it was all revealed, would deserve that the 
veil of tender charity should be thrown upon 
it, to hide it from the cold curiosity of the un- 
sympathetic world. 

Your correspondent investigated the matter 
of his death thoroughly today, and was unable 
to arrive at a satisfactory conclusion. Allen’s 
health had not been good for some time, and 
he had prescriptions filled occasionally at 
Lamar, Rankin & Lamar’s. The last he had 
made up wason June 30, and contained no 
deadly drug. On May 1 he had a prescription 
filled of powders in capsules, containing one- 
thirtieth of a grain each of arsenic. Other 
than this no trace of his having purchased a 
deadly drug could be found. 

His body was not distorted, as would have 
occurred had he taken deadly acids, nor did he 
exhibit any epee of opium poisoning. His 
death was so sudden, comparatively, as to puz- 
zie the doctors and the druggists, who are un- 
able to tell, without an analysis of the stoin- 
ach, exactly what the drug was, if any was 
taken. 

A good many doubt that he took anything, 
but an overdose of whisky, of which he had 
quite a quantity during the day, only a small 
portion of which was afterwaeds found. This 
morning a letter was received§ from his sister, 
Mrs. Chisholm, near Guyton, inviting him and 
his bride to visit her. A box was received by 
express today, marked ata value of forty dol- 
lars, supposed to contain costly wedding pres- 
ents. Mr. Chisholm was telegraphed for and 
an answer received that he had gone to Annis- 
ton, where he would be telegraped for. 

Allen’s younger brother arrived from Bar- 
tow this afternoon, and at 4 p.m. the remains 
were transferred to Rose Hill cemetery, and 
the troubled form was laid away, and is for- 
evermore at rest.

The President and the Toughs! 

President Cleveland pulverizes Tuttle & 
Co. in his letter to the authorities of the St. 
Louis fair. 

It will never be in order for the northern 
papers to denounce the south as intolerant 
‘and narrow-minded after this episode. 
President Cleveland did his duty—his clear 
and imperative duty—in vetoing the late 
pension steal. For doing this, he is openly 
told he will be insulted and that his life 
will be in danger if he appears in the city of 
St. Louis in pursuance of an invitation he 
accepted. His reply to the toughs who 
make these threats, is calm, dignified, and 
unanswerable. 

When President Hayes visited the south, 
in 1878, he never heard an insulting word 
from southern lips. He was received with 
deep and earnest courtesy everywhere. This 
too in spite of the fact that the southern 
people knew Mr. Hayes was not the rightful 
president of the United States, but was 
fraudulently seated and that three southern 
states had been the forced instruments of 
the fraud. 

We can hardly conceive of circumstances 
ander which the blackcuardism of Tuttle 
and his Iowa associates would be tolerated 
fm the south. It certainly could never stand 
for one day against the president of this 
republic, no matter what bills he had signed 

left unsigned. Tuttle & Co. are a hard 

t, and it looks bad for their surroundings 
that they were not squelched by swifter and 
ligher methods than the crushing blow 
Mealt by Grover Cleveland’s fearless hand 
this morning. 


Tue Hon. W. A. Huff indulges in some 
very plain talk to the convict lessees this 
Wmorning. But then the Hon. W. A. Huff 
‘has always been a very plain talker. The 
signs are that the fight over the lease will 
be a sharp one and that it is near at hand. 
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General Wolseley and Mr. Davis. 

General Sir Garnet Wolseley’s article on 
General Lee, which appeared in Macmil- 
Jan’s macazine last March, was very exten- 
sively read in this country. 

It gave occasion for a great de2l of com- 
ment and elicited several magazine articles, 
in addition to countless newspaper edito- 
rials. 

General Wolseley’s allusions to Mr. Davis 
were not very complimentary. He asserted 
that General Lee was hampered and embar- 
rassed by the interference of the president 
of the confederacy, and thatthe weakness 
of the young government was in the cabi- 
met at Richmond. Among those who re- 
plied to this article of General Wolseley 
was Mr. Davis himself. His letter was 
quite severe on’ the English general, and 
‘Sntimated quite plainly that he did not 
know asmuch as he pretended to. Mr. 
Davis's letter was written in that graceful 
style for which he is famous and its points 
‘were all well put. Now we havea rejoin- 
der from General Wolseley. Itis contained 
in aletter to General Charles G. Dahl- 
green, and is an answer to the strictures of 
both General Sherman and Mr. Davis on 
the paper on General Lee. 

He questions General Sherman's compe- 
tency to form a fair and accurate estimate 
of General Lee’s character and services. He 
refers in the most respectful manner, how- 
ever, to General Sherman. When he speaks 
of Mr. Davis his manner changes and be- 
comes rather harsh. He accuses Mr. Da- 
vis of an overweening and overbearing self- 
confidence, and says: ‘‘His self-apprecia- 
tion causes him to think himself a greater 
man than those who deal with him histori- 
cally are prepared to admit.’’ This letter 
will probably be the last ofa discussion 
which has settled no historical fact, changed 
mobody’s opinion, and done no good in any 
way. Mr. Davis and General Sir Garnet 
Wolseley have each had their ‘‘say,’’ and 
both ought to be satisfied.

Forty years from now New York 
will be even with London, The growth of 
ourtown population is wonderful. It is 
sixteen per cent greater than it was fifty 
years ago, Speaking of the drift to the 
towns a statistician says: 

Tt has had much to do with making the wonder- 
ful growth of cities over the United States, helping 
Chicago to its -700,000 people in half a century, and 
putting Milwaukee to its 125,000 in the same time, 
Fifleen of the fifty biggest cities in the United States 
had no existence in 1880, and San Francisco was 
unknown in 1844. In 1880 St. Panl had 47,000 peo~ 
ple, in 1883 its estimated population was 130,000, and 
Minneapolis, only afew miles off, had grown to 
110,000 from a less start. Cleveland had 
1,000 people in 1830, and one of its lead- 
ing citizens told me yesterday its pres- 
ent population is over 250,000. Washington in 
this time has grown in like manner, and Kansas 
City, repeatedly doubling its 300 people, which it 
had in 1865, has-now 175,000 and to spare. 

These figures show that there is trouble 
ahead. The time is coming when the des- 
perate poor of our large cities will not fol- 
low the example of the Londoner who tried 
to kill himself during the jubilee, They 
will band themselves together and say: ‘‘If 
we must die, why not lose our lives in arev- 
olution!’? Then we may expect to see the 
anti-poverty men, the followers of George 
and McGlynn, reinforced by the idle and 
vicious classes, raise the blood red flag of 
anarchy and engage in a:death grapple with 
society. 

What is the remedy—socialism, a strong 
government, or Christianity? They have 
been found inadequate in the past. Take 
your highest type of Christianized, civilized 
manhood, and cross him in a matter of life 
and death, and see how quickly he relapses 
intu savagery, with his red hand raised 
against every man! . 

What is the remedy? Perhaps there is 
none. History must go on repeating itself. 
Nations must be built up only to be shat- 
tered, and the alternating rise and fall of 
civilizations must go onto the crack of 
doom. ‘The optimist will protest against 
these views. . The optimist is the man who 
declares that the world is growing better, 
and then swears that it is going to the devil 
when somebody treads on his pet corn. The 
optimist talks well, but he is unreliable. 

Suppose all this isa trifle pessimistic. It 
will not take away our appetites. It will 
not influence the stock market. We are 
not going to be depressed in spirits on ac- 
count of what isto take place forty years 
hence. Sufficient for the day is the evil 
thereof.

New Parties. 

It is probable that there will be five presi- 
dential tickets in the field next year. 
There wil] certainly be four. 

Besides the democratic and republican 
nominations, the prohibitionists and the 
labor party are to be heard from. The 
strength of each of these parties is problem- 
atical. Neither of them polled as large a 
vote in 1884as it had counted on. The 
leaders of both these parties claim that they 
have grown greatly in the last two years, 
and that they will be very formidable in 
next year’s contest. Against this opinion 
stand some significant facts. One is thede- 
clining power of labor organizations and 
the well founded distrust among the masses 
of the wage workers of those professional 
working men who generally control labor 
organizations.

In California, 
where the democrats and republicans are 
about equal in strength, the new party may 
complicate politics very much, but its aim 
at national importance will hardly be 
accomplished, As the national election 
draws near the alleged strength of all minor 
political organizations will dwindle. Many 
of their supposed adherents will be drawn 
into the ranks of-one or the other of the 
great parties between whom the decisive 
clash is to come. At the polls the extre-

Preparations for {a Grand Time at the 


Spartanburg Show. 

Srarransuna, 8. C., July 6, 1887.—Editors 
Constitution: On behalf of the management 
of the interstate farmers’ summer encamp- 
ment, to be held at this place August 2d to6th prox- 
imo, the writer desires to give a few points of infor- 
mation to the people of Atlanta, and of Georgia, in 
regard to this enterprise, 

1. They desire it distinctly understood that 
this encampment is not local in its management or 
initsaims. It is the property of, and is under the 
direct management of, au interstate board, com- 
posed of five commissioners from each state of the 
five states of Georgia, Alabama, Tennessee, North 
Carolina and South Carolina, appointed by the 
Patrons of Husbandry of said states, This place 
selected as the location, because of its central 
tion with regard to the five states interested. 

2 This enrampment of farmers is npt a 
thing of one year only} but itis to be perma 
having been established by the committee for a pe- 
riod of at least twenty years. Thus any party erect- 
ing a building on the grounds has a placeof his own 
for twenty years, 

8% The encampment grovnds are abundant 
for all purposes, lyipg immediately on the line of 
the Atlanta and Charlotte Air-Line railroad, one 
mile west of Spartanburg. The railroad has abund- 
ant accommodations in the way of side tracks and de- 
pots, and a long side track will penetrate the grounds 
for the delivery of heavy articles and machinery. 
Wooden buildings are already built all over the 
grounds for exhibitions, private displays, horse and 
cattle pens and stalls, eating houses, and many others 
are contracted for. The state of South Carolina has 
erected a very neat and strong building for state 
purposes, and it will be the great effort on the part 
of the entire management to induce Georgia (the 
state, I mean) to erecta similar building alongside 
of South Carolina’s, The same effort is to be made 
with regard to the other states, and we predict that 
in the very near future each one of the five states 
will make an annual exhibit under the dircction of 
its agricultural department. The managers have re- 
seryed the most desirable sites on the grounds for 
these state buildings, and the sites will be deeded 
tree of any cost whatever to each state. So that 
at a cost of at most $1,000 Georgia can have a build- 
ing erected, and the property will remain her own 
and at ay annual outlay of two or three hundred 
dollars can make an exhibit that will and ought to 
compete with her sister states. Georgia’s governor 
and commissioner of agriculture and master of 
State grange, and other prominent farmers will 
occupy prominent places on the programme of 
speakers at the commencing session of the encamp- 
ment. 

4. The cost of this encampment to exhibitors and 
to visitors is phenomenally small, All exhibits will 
be transported by the railroads free of charge both 
ways. Excursion rates to visitors will be given. 
The charge for space is very small, being regulated 
by the value of articles exhibited. There is no 
charge whatever for farm and household products, 
fancy articles, etc., not for sale. 

5th. The military feature of this encampment will 
be an important one. Suitable grounds are reserved 
for companies desiring to go into camp. Many com- 
panies have already made their arrangements to go 
intocamp here in August. The adjutant-general of 
South Carolina has ordered one regiment to encamp 
at this time and place, and companies in other regi- 
ments are coming. Itisexpected there will be at 
least 500 soldiers encamped on the grounds during 
the week. 

6. Remember, this encampment will be open just 
at the time and directly in the line of the summer 
travel from the lower parts of Georgia, Alabama 
and South Carolina, and from Florida. Thousands 
of people will make their plans to stop at this great 
agricultural show on their way to mountain resorts 
and springs. The managers are sure of large crowds 
ofpeople and are preparing for them. — It is sure 
that manufactures from Atlanta could not possibly 
make a safer hit than to be represented at this exhi- 
bition, 

7. One of the permanent and most substantial 
benefits to the farmers of the states is 
the location of the South Carolina 
experimental station, under the managemant of the 
state board of agriculture. This farm of 200 acres 
is in 200 yards of the encampment grounds. This 
experimental farm will be inits glory, as to matu- 
rity of crops and the practical evidence of crops, 
just at the very time the encampment is in session 
and every farmer visiting the encampment will 
have the additional advantage of personally in- 
specting the experiments under the supervision of 
the manager of said farm. This alone is worth the 
expense of the whole trip to any farmer. 

Thus, Mr. Editor, the writer has endeavored 
briefly to give to you and your readers a few points 
of information in regard to the object and aims of 
this great enterprise. Georgia and Atlanta are in- 
terested in it. if they still profess to claim the Pied- 
mont region as peculiarly their own territory.

The logs is threatened of the colonial records 
of Georgia by reason of the fact that this precious 
material is in manuscript form and time is begin- 
ning to make inroads upon the writing. The coun- 
try is now getting old enough to recognize the value 
and the perishable nature of such material unless 
put in a condition to ward off the subtle influences 
of the destroying years. 
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The question now is—and it is an inquiry most 
important to Georgia and of interest to the whole 
country how shall these records be preserved and 
utilized? Recopying would not answer. Georgia 
should do as other commonwealths have done, 
printing in such form that the state at large may 
profit by the preservation of these documents. Nor 
should there be any dlfficulty in inducing the legis- 
lature to appropriate money for this work. One 
would suppose that a simple appeal to state pride 
would sufiice. 

For it would indeed be a mockery for Georgians 
to talk with honest enthusiasm of the common- 
wealth which they delight in, and yet to permit pa- 
pers of such historical value to be exposed to injury 
while waiting for the legislature to embody them in 
a convenient and lasting form. These manuscript

read reminiscences in the papers, I grow interested 
nthem.

“] was a member of the Beauregard Rifles, of the 
Crescent regiment from New Orleans. After Shiloh 
the confederate army retreated to Corinth, and be- 
ing attacked there, made a demonstration under 
cover of which the retreat was make to Tupelo. At 
Corinth I was taken ill with camp fever. I could 
not find a surgeon, for everything was in confusion, 
and soI went to the train where 1 expected to find 
a surgeon and get transportation.

‘What were your sensations while waiting for

“Did you ever afterward see General Brage?’’ 

“ITsaw him at Tupelo. The Beauregard Rifles, 
bearing the name of the great general and coming 
from his home, were (detailed te. guard his head- 
quarters, I was on guard there one night, and at 
the usual time for relief I was forgotten. I remained 
there until morning, and becoming very tired I tore 
up bricks from the pavement and made a piie 
ugainst a tree high enough for me to sit upon and 
yet appear to be standing. No sooner did I seat 
myself there than I fell asleep. General Beaure- 
gard saw me there and woke me. 

““ “My son,’ he said, ‘you should not sleep on duty. 
If General Bragg had seen youhe would have shot 
you. Are you very tired?’ 

“Tt was then raining. I told him I had been on 
duty all night, having been forgotten by the relief. 

‘* ‘Well,’ he said, ‘come up on the porch out of the 
rain. You can stand guard there just as well as 
here.’

ing them out. He parted the ropes between 
the ring and the basket and steadied himeslf 
for the leap. ; 

The balloon in the mean time had rearheg 
an altitude of 4,500 feet.. The watching thonge 
ands were giving up, andin a few nomenty 
more would have started home. Anothep 
movement is visible in the balloon. The eng. 
ton of the parachute is shaking in the wind 
and interest in Baldwin and the balloon is again 
excited. x 

The plucky man has jamped. For a hone 
dred feet he drops like lead. The parachute 
partiaily fills and the next hnndred feet the 
velocity is decreased. The crowds hold ite 
breath. Not asound is heard. Every eye ig 
turned on the man suspended in the air hange 
ing by his hands four thousand feet above the 
earth. He shakes his foot, the crowd takes it 
as a signal and a hnzza breaks forth that 
might have encouraged the plucky man in hig 
perilous descent. He now travels at a slower 
pace, though the parachute has not filled. 
The cords are tangled and though the speed ig 
slackened the pardchute careens in its down 
ward course and the tired aeronaut sways with 
his umbrella. ’ 

In three minutes and twenty seconds aftes 
leaving his balloon Bald win’s feet strike terra. 
firma. The rope strings about his wrists relax 
an instant and then tighten, as the wing 
catches the parachute and turns him overa 
couple times before he is able to release his 
hands. With aquick movement the parachute 
collapses, leaving him prostrate for a moment 
after the most perilous erial voyage ever 
chronicled, and two miles from his starting 
point. When Baldwin left the balloon it wag 
at an altitude of 5,000 feet and a mile east of 
his starting point. | 

Baldwin isa native of Quincy, and is twenty4 
six years of age. For several years he was an’ 
attache of the Quincy Herald, /but ten years 
ago adopted the profession of athletics. His 
first great feat was the walking of a rope over 
the bay at San Francisco. In September last 
he jumped 1,000 feet from a captive balloon ip 
that city.

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Reminiscence of the Reconstruction Period 
in Texas, 

New York, July 7——“The Tolliver family, 
who were nearly exterminated the other day in 
Rowan county, Kentucky, are a bad lot all 
around,” said a well known newspaper man 
yesterday to a reporter, 

“Did you know any of them ?”’ 

**The closest call I ever had was through 
the treachery of one of them. It was along in 
1568, and the south was practically under mil- 
itary rule. T was appointed military commis- 
sioner of three counties in northern Texas, 
Titus county, being one, 
ter county, and of course kept the troops under 
my command with me to keep order and see 
the laws were executed. The 
first persons I met when I went there were 
They came from Ken- 
tucky and are related to Craig Tolliver, who 
once spelt his name Taliaferro. They took a 
fancy tome and gave me great assistance. 
Jim Taliaferro was a tall, gaunt-looking man, 
and spent his days riding around the country, 
running horse races and gambling. He 
knew every outlaw in the whole country, 
and their haunts. We hunted together, and I 
thought he was undoubtedly my friend. He 
had every opportunity to kill me while we 
were hunting in the woods together, had he 
so desired. About twenty miles from the 
town where my headquarters were, there 
lived anold man. Hé was a squatter, and 
had built his cabin in the woods, five or six 
miles from any habitation. This old man was 
a good cook, and [ was in the habit of going 
to his cabin Friday evenings and remaining 
with him a day or two, in order to hunt. Jim, 
in fact, introduced me to the old man 

“At the end of a yearand a half the civil 
authorities took charge of affairs, and I got 
ready toleave the region. Both Jim and his 
brother were very friendly and expressed re- 
gret that I had to go. During my term of office 
I had made it pretty warm for the thieves and 
murderers, and had run a good many into the 
Indian territory. I made it especially warm 
for a notorious murderer, and the terror of that 
region then. I determined to take a last hunt 
before Lleft. Iarranged things to go to the 
old man’s cabin Friday. Jim knew I was go- 
ing. I was detained by pressing business, and 
so I did not go to the cabin until. Monday. I 
rode up alene and was surprised to see the 
cabin door down and the place deserted, 
I dismounted and found the old man and 
all his household goods had gone. It seemed 
queer to me, so I rode to Jim’s house, 
some six miles away, on my route to town. 
His wife came to the door and looked at me as 
if I were a ghost. She turned pale, stammered 
and finally blurted ont: ‘What, are vy 
alive?’ I said yes, and asked for Jim. Bu 
he was not to be found. I rode back to town, 
thinking perhaps the old man had simply 
moved away. 

“There was aman who knew Jim well, and 
had always hated me. I had to watch him 
always for fear he would shoot me unawares. 
The next day after the trip to the cabin I saw 
him coming up the street toward me. I turned 
quickly and drew my pistol. He smiled and 
said: ‘I reckon you are mistaken this time. I 
hated you for a Yankee devil, and had a mind 
to shoot you, but I ain’t in the humor today. 
Do you know Jim Taliaferro? Well, you just 
watch him. He has been trying to fix 
you, I think.’ Now. this man, who had never 
pretended to be anything but my mortal ene- 
my, did not sanction murder, so he told me 
the trap laid for me. Jim told the notorious 
outlaw I drove into the Indian territory, that 
I was going to the cabin Friday and it would 
be a good time to settle me. The old man was 
evidently in the conspiracy too, and when I 
failed to appear he naturally thought I had 
been warned, so he fled. Jim’s wifo thought 
I had been killed, as doubtless her husband 
told her I would be. Well, I never saw Jim 
again, but I never hear the name Tolliver or 
Taliaferro that I do not recall my narrow 
escape years ago.”

Senate and House. 


RESOLUTIONS AND BILLS INTRODUCED. 
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Reading of the Governor's Message and Ref- 
erence to Committees of Suggestions 
Contained Therein. 


It is likely that the present legislature will 
have something to say about the state univer 
sity and its management. 

On yesterday the senate, under motion of 
Senator Smith, receded from its agreement to 
the appointment of a committee to visit the 
state university. It was urged that it had 
been customary to send such a committee from 
time immemorial. In spite of this the senate 
by a vote of. twenty-three to five, receded from 
the joint resolution. There was no opposition 
to the university manifested, but the vote was 
taken on the plea of economy, it being feared 
that the committee would cost the state some- 
thing in the way of expenses. 

Hon. W. H. Felton, of Bartow, will intro- 
dnee a bill into the house asking that the gov- 
ernment of the university be referred back to 
the “‘senatus academicus”- which had charge 
of its affairs in its early days. It is known that 
Dr. Felton has thought deeply over this sub- 
ject, and will press his bill earnestly. He has 
already submitted it to several of his friends. 

Dr. Felton would say nothing concerning 
the purport of his bill, as he is not quite ready 
tointroduce it. It is understood, however, 
that the measure provides for a governing 
power, to consist of the board of trustees as at 
present constituted, the members of the state 
senate, the governor, and the chancellor of 
the university. This “senatus academicus’’ 
is, by the terms of the bill, to meet in a three 
days’ session each year to discuss and attend to 
the affairs of the university. 

The general plan here contemplated is mod- 
eled after the old method of gevernment,when 
the university was in the hands of the ‘‘sena- 
tus academicus,’’ which consisted of the mem- 
bers of the state senate, the governor and the 
chancellor. The senate, at that time, was 
made up of one member from each county, and 
the law of 1804, which created the university 
system, provided for the establishment of a 
preparatory academy in each county, these 
academies forming a part of the system’ 
When the “senatus academicus” met reports 
as to the condition of these academies were 
received from each county. 

Dr. Felton’s ‘‘senatus academicus” will be 
smaller in point of pumbers than that of the 
old systein, but will be about twice as large as 
the present board of trustees. 

One of the prominent trustees cf the univer- 
sity, when asked his views upon the matter, 
sfid that he did not think the change one that 
would be any improvement upon the present 
system. The great objection is that the body 
would be too large to do efficient work. He 
thought the present board of trustees too large 
to work to the best advantage. 

Dr. Felton’s bill will probably be introduced 
Within a few days. 

THE LEASH OF THE STATE ROAD. 

In the house, yesterday, Mr. Wheeler fired 
the first gun in favor of the lease of the West- 
ern and Atlantic railroad, at the expiration of 
the present lease. His bill is elaborately and 
carefully drawn. By its terms the lease is to 
be for twenty years,at a rental of not less than 
$40,000 per month. A neglect for twenty days 
to pay the rental forfeits the lease and $500,000. 
Lessees cannet sub-lease to others. The bond 
is fixed at $10,000,000, one-half of which is to 
be given by parties,resident in the &tate; the 
other half out of the state must be guaranteed 
by real estate or railroad property. The bonds- 
men in the state must be worth $4,000,000 
above all liabilities. The lessees not to be less 
than five innumber. The shares in the lease 
are to be considered personal property. The 
inhibition about discrimination is retained,and 
the state is declared not to be liable for better- 
ments. 

Mr. Felton, of Bartow,, offered the second 
bill for the lease of the road, the provisions 
being nearly the same as in the first bill, ex- 
cept that the monthly rental should not be less 
than $35,000 and the amount forfeited by non- 
payment of the rental $105,000. The bond is 
fixed at $1,000,000, to be secured by property in 
the state. ‘The bill provides that the governor 
shall appoint three railroad men to make a 
complete inventory of the property of the 
Western and Atlantic railroad before it 1s 
turned over to the new lessees. The road is 
prohibited from discriminating, and declared 
to be subject to the railroad commission, and 
entitled to the same immunities as other first- 
class railroads, and no more. 

THE JUG TRAINS. 

In the senate yesterday Mr. Peek intro- 
duced a bill that will tend to carry out and 
test more strictly the efficacy of prohibition. 
The bill strikes directly at the ‘‘jug trains,” 
making it unlawful for any railroad or ex- 
press company, or indeed, any one, to carry in 
any manner spirituous liquors into any com- 
munity where local option, high license, or 
any law restricts the sale of whisky or spirits. 
The only exception made, is in favor of those 
persons who are legally entitled to sell spirit- 
uous liquors. The bill is a very stringent one. 
But little comment has been made in regard 
to it thus far, the tone of that heard being on 
the whole unfavorable. Mr. Peek will urge 
the measure with ability and force. The sen- 
ate temperance committee will wrestle with 
the measure today. 

BLACKMAIL DEFINED. 

Mr. Lamar proposes to define the offense of 
blackmail iad to provide for the punishment 
of those convicted of the offense. Whoever 
verbaliv, in print or in writing shali use the 
personal business, infirmities or failings, or 
institute criminal proceedings, or seck to force 
one to do something against his will, or to re- 
frain from a lawful act against his will, for the 
purpose of extorting money thereby, is guilty 
of blackmail. Punishment, fine not exceeding 
$1,000,imprisonment not to exceed six months, 
work on the chaingang not exceeding twelve 
months, any or all, at the discretion of the 
judge. 

LUNATIC ASYLUM. 

Mr. Kenan offered a bill amending sections 
1341 and 1344 of the code. This makes the 
number of trustees of the lunatic asylum ten 
instead of five, and requires the election of 
the ofticers of the lunatic asylum to take place 
annually. The trusteesareto be taken one 
from each congressional district and the gov- 
ernor is made, ex-officio,a meinber of the 
board and chairman. 

PROTECTING THE TIMBER. 

Mr. Harrell, of Decatur, introduced a bill 
providing that the cutting of turpentine boxes 
shall only be done during the months of De- 
cember, January and February, as when it is 
done in other months it causes the destruction 
of fifty per cent of the timber, andthe dying 
trees produce sickness. In cutting off timber 
from wild land, parties trespass frequently on 
the lands of others. To prevent this, Mr. Har- 
rel] introduced a bill requiring the lot of wild 
land from which the timber is to be cut off, to 
be first surveyed. 

STATE INSPECTOR OF OILS. 

Mr. Schotield introduced in the house yester- 
day a bill regulating the sale of petroleum in 
all its forms. The standard is fixed at 120 de- 
grees. The governor appoints a state inspector 
ata salary of $2,000 per annum. When the 
oil does not come up to the test it is -to be 
branded “rejected for illuminating purposes,” 
and the number of degrees the test showed is 
to be stated,

The joint resolation providing for a commit- 
tee of seven from the senate and fifteen from 
the house, concurred in at the preceding ses- 
sion, was reconsidered by the senate,Mr. Smith, 
of the 6th, offering the motion, The resolution 
was amended by Mr. Roberts by adding that 
the committee bear its own expenses. The 
question then being upon the adoption of the 
Joint resolution as amended, Mr. Smith, of the 
Gth, said that he would be glad if some one 
would explain why the committee was wanted. 
He was opposed to junketing committees, 
and unless some satisfactory reason was given 
why the committee should be pectndiel. he 
was not prepared to vote for the resolution. 

Mr. Peck declared that it had ‘always been 
customary to appoint such a committee, that 
the university was a state institution beloved 
by all, and that the committce was simply an 
act of legislative courtesy. 

The senate by a vote of 23 to 5 refused to 
concur in the appointment of the committee. 

The joint resolution for providing for the 
appointment of two from the senate and three 
from the house to inquire what officers were 
to be elected hy the legislature, was concurred 
in by the senate, the president appointing 
Messrs. Hawkes and Dean.

The Committees at Work. 


The finance committee of the house met 

esterday afternoon in the wild land office. 

he sale of the Spartanburg and Asheville 
road by the governor was considered and the 
committee approved it and agreed to report fa- 
vorably upon it to the house. A number of 
other bills were talked over, but no formal ac- 
tion taken. 

The judiciary committee of the house met 
in the supreme court room yesterday after- 
noon and considered a good many bills. Every 
bill considered the committee decided to report 
unfavorably, except the bill to place veterans 
of the Mexican war uponthe same footing 
as maimed ex-confederate soldiers. The 
committee agreed to report the bill favorably 
to the house and tourgeits passage. There 
are only a few maimed Mexican veterans 
living in Georgia. 

The house and senate committee upon the 
redistricting of the judicial circuits met in the 
senate chamber. It was agreed among the 
members that a good bill to pass would be one 
organizing a criminal court like the superior 
court in the larger cities for the purpose of 
trying solely criminal business. The idea be- 
ing to relieve the superior courts of some of 
their business in the larger cities. The com- 
mittee took no action in the matter of redis- 
tricting the circuits because all the reports 
from the counties were not in. 

The penitentiary committeo of the house 
will meet this afternoon at 3:50 p. m. in the 
wild land office. 


Legislative Notes. 


About thirty senators went down to Salt 
springs last night to spend the evening at the Sweet- 
water Park hotel. The house will be invited to 
make the same trip next week. 

Senator Pringle presided over the senate for a 
while on yesterday, and made an excellent impres- 
sion asa presiding officer. 

The bill incorporating the ‘‘New Line and Water 
Power railroad,” will be early considered. The 
road will pass sixteen water powers and traverses 
for its entire length the best granite section in the 
state. 

Speaker Little and Clerk Hardin received hand- 
some floral gifts from admiring lady friends. 

The bill of Mr. Mathews of Houston, relative to 
the inspection of fertilizers provides: The use of 
tags is to be abolished and brands substituted. It is 
made unlawful to inspect bulk lots, and not over 
400 pounds to be inspected in a lot. 

Mr. Fagan, in his bill prescribing the duties of 
jury commissioners, provides that the names of all 
county officials shall be excluded from the jury box. 

Mr. Page’s billincorporates the Tennessee, Caro- 
lina and Georgia, to run from Cornelia, in Haber- 
sham county, through the counties of Habersham, 
White and Rabun to the state line at Locust Stake, 
N.C. The capital stock is $100,000, 

Mr. MeCord’s bill proposes that bona fide pur- 
chasers of lands who haye made improvements 
thereon shall be allowed the value of the improve- 
ments made by them. 

Mr. Featherstone, in order to protect laborers em- 
ployed in constructing railroads, proposes to create 
a lien upon the personal and other property of the 
railroad in favor of the laborers. 

Mr. Glenn introduced an amendment to the code 
making the execution of all criminals private, and 
fixes the compensation of the sheriff of the supreme 
court at $850 per annum, his costs, $1.25in each case, 
to be paid into the state treasury. 

Mr. Humphreys, of Brooks, proposes to amend 
section 936a of the code by allowing tax receivers 
the same commissions as tax collectors. 

Mr. Hawkin’s billamending scction 37a of the 
code makes the rate of legal advertising one cent 
per word per week for the first month, and one-half 
cent per word thereafter. This is a saving to the 
people, as under it they would pay only 4.08, 
whereas under tho present law $6 would be charged.

THE CHICAGO MARKET. 


Features of the Speculative Movement in 
Grain and Produce. 
Special to The Constitution, 

CHICAGO, July 7~—There was some rather free 
selling by local operators at the opening of the wheat 
market, and for a moment the feeling was easier, 
owing partly to dull foreign advices, but a stronger 
feeling soon developed under better buying, infiu- 
enced by better advices from New York, other mar- 
kets and reports of damage to the spring wheat crop 
inthe northwest. August opened a shade lower at 
7144@715¢¢, and as the day advanced it became evi- 
dent that a sort of midsummer lethargy had settled 
over the wheat pit. The indisposition to do more 
than a scalping business was very marked. The 
buying noted earlier put August up to 724c before 
noon. Exporters at the seaboard appear to be mov- 
ing wheat with a good deal of freedom, and to this 
fact is attributed a large share of what seems to be 
inherent strength in that grain. .But one thing 
against it is that there is an entire absence of the 
ibg local trade which is usually a prominent feature, 
and which gives a distinctive character to the home 
market. The scalping trade, while of considerable 
volume in the aggregate,is in all other respects 
a light and superficial trade, moving with the mar- 
ket instead of making it, and carrying little or no 
weight orinfluence. The session closed with August 
at 7 72 46 

The seta which set in before the close yester- 
day in the corn pit was continued through today, 
giving the market some activity and a firmer tone. 
The volume of business was considerable but widely 
distributed. The prevalent idea in the pit is 
that corm is cheap, and that somebody will 
take advantage of the price and put the market up. 
There was not so much of a desire on the part of 
longs to unload today. August opened at 36%c, ye 
better than yesterday's close and sold up to 36%4c, 
where it steadied to close. 

There was only a moderate trading in oats today 
but a healthy upward tendency in prices for fu- 
tures. The firmness in the oat market may have 
been independent of the reaction in corn, but it is 
difficult to tell. The principal buying was fn lead- 
ing futures, and August advanced from 2534 to 25%c 
and closed steady at this, the highest point reached. 

Provisions were dull and easier, but the declines 
were small. ; 

Hogs were lower and the packing crowd were 
bearish on lard and short ribs but the trade was too 
light for them to do anything remarkable in the 
way of changing the general course of values. 
Several heavy operators were anxious to sell short 
ribs but finding no buyers. turned in and endeay- 
ored to bid the market upto sell on, but the last 
sales were 2%e below yeaterday’ s close. August 
opened at 7.56 and sold to 7.524% to 7.60 and closed 
with sellers at that price. Lard for August sold at 
6. 12% to 6.50 and closed at 6.45 to 6.4744, a decline 
of 744c from yesterday.

Today he _ will probably take action 
upon other applications for pardon.

COMPTROLLER-GENERAL WRIGHT On yes- 
terday received a number of returns from tax 
collectors in all parts of the state.

All 
the insurance companies doing business in the 
state have made their semi-annual returns, as 
required by law, save two; these are the “Uni- 
ted Life and Accident,” and the “Equitable 
Accident.”’

SAVED AT LAST! 
Willlam Holman, the Whitfield 
County Murderer, 


SENTENCED TO LIFE IMPRISONMENT. 


He Was to Have Been Hanged Today—How 
the News of the Commutation Was 
Received by the People. 


Today was the appointed time for William 
Holman to expiate upon the gallows the crime 
of murder. 

Twelve hours ago not ten men in all Geor- 
gia believed that the execution of Holman 
would be further stayed. Even the prisoner, 
in the solitide of his cell, had given up all 
hope of longer life and had prepared for the 
unknown life beyond in the simple way of an 
ignorant man’s faith. With charity towards 
all, even those who had falsely sworn his life 
away, with malice toward none, the convicted 
murderer had apparently made that peace 
with God that comes from true and honest re- 
pentance—a repentance that allowed him in 
his last moments to bless those by whom he 
had been so crnelly used. 

But Governor Gordon has stéppéd between 
the prisoner and the gallows, and with one 
siroke of the pen has given back to him that 
life he had never prized so highly as he did on 
the eve of his last hour on éarth. 

Early yesterday morning the news of the 
commutation of Holman’s death sentence be- 
gan to circulate about the capitol, and very 
shortly it was confirmed by the gevernor. It 
was late in the afternoon before the Official or- 
der was issued. This order fully and com- 
pletely sets forth Governor Gordon’s 
reasons for commuting fhe sentence, and in 
view of the fact that considerable unfavora- 
ble comment has been made, the order is 
herein printed in full. 

A CONSTITUTION reporter saw the governor 
and asked if he had anything to say in the 
matter. He var es that he had not; that the 
order contained the reasons why the action 
was taken, that the conclusion had been 
reached after long and careful deliberation, 
and he did not know of anything further like- 
ly to interest the people in the matter. 

THE ORDER IS AS FOLLOWS: 

STATE OF GEORGIA, EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENT.— 
ATLANTA, Ga., July 7th, 1887.—To the Sheriffof 
Whitfield County: Whereas, William Holman was 
at the October adjourned term, 1886, of the superior 
court for Whitficild county tried and convicted of 
the murder of Matilda Gudgerand sentenced to be 
hung on the 28th day ofJanuary, 1887. And 

Whereas, The executive upon application made 
to him refused on the 6th day of June, 1887, to com- 
mute said sentence but granied ‘to the said Holman 
a respite until the 8th day of July, 1587, and 

Whereas, since said respite renewed applications 
have been made by petitions, by letters and in per- 
sonal interviews for the commutation of the sen- 
tence of the said Holman to imprisonment for life, 
supported by evidence of certain important facts 
which were not known to the executive on the 6th 
day of June, 1887, which have made it incumbent 
upon me to review the evidence upon the trial and 
all the papers which have been filed in this office in
